The Future—No, 1, 

The Eternal Hope of the Christian church has its foundation 
on the Covenant made with Abraham by God. ‘To this cove- 
nant refers the Psalmist in his tender and pathetic reachings 
after the Divine Promises. ‘To this, refer the prophets in all 
their bright visions of future glory. ‘To amplify and explain 
the terms of this great Covenant, is the primary aim of the 
teachings of Jesus and his apostles,—and to exhibit a moving 
panorama of that blessed world promised to Abraham in this 
CoveNANT, is the grand design of the vision of St. John. 

‘T'his is evident on even a cursory examination of the sacred 
Scriptures. It is clear that this covenant forms the great text 
ou Which every inspired preacher of righteousness in the Bible 
has descanted, and the glorious hope of which strung the lyres 
of David and Isaiah, and nerved the heart of Paul before the 
despotic tribunals of Felix and Cesar. 

What was the covenant made with Abraham? On a right 
understanding of this question, and a right answer to it, rests, I 


think, a right apprehension of the prophecies and promises of 


the Bible. Hesé is the fountain head,—here are the premises, 
on the correctness or incorrectness of which depends the cor- 
rectness or incorrectness of all Biblical criticism. 

‘he covenant made with the “ Father of the faithful” may 
be divided into three separate promises, viz :—lst, to himself, 
»d, to his seed, and 3d, to the nations of the earth. 

‘I'he promise to himself and to his seed, is the same—that he 
and his seed should inherit the land for an everlasting possess- 
ion—-a simple promise, truly !—and might, if the Jews had 
dwelt in Palestine from Abraham’s day to ours, be supposed to 
be fulfilled im the perpetual unbroken line of Jewish inheritors 
of the land of Canaan, 

But there are several difficulties bere. Ist, The Jews,—*“ this 
people have possessed it but a little while ;”—-2d, Abraham evi- 
dently attached a different meaning to the promise of this in- 
h ritance, from the mere occupancy of successive generations of 
iis descendants. “ How do J know that J shall inherit it?” 
‘Tnurdly, John the Baptist, our Saviour, and St. Paul, assert bold- 
ly. that the Jews are not the seed of Abraham to whom the pro- 
mise was made,—and the latter declares expressly, that the 
..od referred to, is none other than Jesus Curist! 

‘ue Abrahamic covenant then resolves itself into this simple, 
Jain, intelligtble promise,—I will give to thee, and to Jesus 
cyrist, thy seed, all the land which thou seest—east, west, north 
nd south—-the land wherein thou art a stranger, for an ever- 

sung posse ssion,. 

‘uere is no room for dispute or misapprehension in regard to 

ie other parts of the promise, viz: the innumerable multitude 

the seed of Abraham, and the blessing to the earth through 
Christ, so L will pass them over. 

God covenanted with Abraham to give to him and to Christ, 
an everlasting inheritance in the Land. Has Abraham receiv- 
ed the fulfilinent of this promise? No,—for Paul says he * died 
in faith, not having received the promise, but having seen it afar 
otf —-coulessed that they (he) were pilgrims and strangers on 
eurth, but sought a country, that is a heavenly. 

‘l'o inherit, is to receive by descent from an ancestor, to pos- 
sess the goods and estate of another after he is dead. Abraham 
vo merit this land—-when? Not then, for “ God gave him 
inheritance init, no, not so much as to set his foot on”— 
when! He died in faith, without inheriting it. When? Be. 
yond all question, at the resurrection of the dead. ‘The reader 
will perceive, that if this exposition be correct, the country of 
Palestine in Asta, is not the * Land” promised to Abraham and 
iis seed, and that the carnal Jew is not the seed spoken of in

Why are Churches Disanited. ™ 

I once attended a prayer meeting, in the co: - 
ference room of the Baptist church in 
which was considerably annoyed by a company e! 
young men, who were not only disorderly inthe 
behaviour within, but were excessively boisterous 
in their conversation and conduct without the 
house. The meeting however went on, uné:! 
near the customary hour to dismiss, when a br: 
ther arose and expressed his opinion in favor «( 
‘Itis extremely im 
politic (said he,) to appoint meetings, when wy 
are thus subjected to annoyance and interruption, 
especially if they can be no better attended.’ 
From this new doctrine I considered myself per- 
fectly at liberty to dissent. I could recognize no 
propriety in dispensing with that express injunct- 
ion, “neglect not the assembling of yourselves to- 
gether, &c.,” from a fear of being annoyed by a 
few unprincipled young men, and with regard to 
the thin attendance, the promise of our Lord is 
to the ‘two or three’ who are gathered together 
in his name. That promise however, was disre- 
garded, the meetings were discontinued, and as 
yet have not been resumed. Could other conse- 
quences have been anticipated of that church 
than those which ensued, disunion, discord, and 
languishing? ‘Tbe truth must be obvious in ev- 
ery religious mind that churches, no more than 
individual members of churches can long exist in 
a state of spiritual growth without prayer. The 
Most High has declared that he, will pour out his 
fury upon those who call not upon his name. 
Then can it be inquired of that church which sus. 
tains no stated meeting for prayer, ‘why is it dis. 
united,’ why ‘divided against itself,’ or why ina 
state of decline ? 

Another cause of disunion and discord inchurch- 
es, arises from a WANT OF BROTILERLY LOVE, or 
otherwise, froma feeling of superiority evinced 
in some individual members. How often do we

Vircrnta Annrversaries.—The Baptist anni- 
versaries of Virginia were held at Richmond on 
the 3d, 4th, 6th, and 7th of the present month. 
The first meeting was that of the Va. and For. 
Bible Society, the receipts of which during the 
year have been $2400. Resolutions were passed 
recognizing the importance of the enterprise, and 
their duty to supply the destitute of their own 
State with the Holy Scriptures, and remarks 
| were made by Rey. Messrs. Stow, Hume, Jeter, 
and Rhees. 

The Va. Bap. Foreign Mission Society met at 
4 P.M. of the same day. The receipts had been 
‘less than $2900. Brother Stow made an inter- 
esting statement relative to the condition, pros- 
pects and wants of the missions under the care of 
the Board. 

The Va. General Association met on Saturday, 
and heard a sermon from Elder Andrew Broaddus, 
\which was very eloquent and impressive. The 
| Report stated that 14 missionaries had been em- 
ployed, six churches constituted, and 326 converts 
| baptized during the year. More than $4000 have 
| been paid into the Treasury. 

The Va. Bap. Ed. Society, which met on Mon- 
| day, has under its charge the Richmond College, 
formerly the Va. Bap. Seminary. ‘The institu- 
tion is in a flourishing state. It has 70 students, 
41 of whom are professors of religion. It is free 
‘from debt. 

The Va. Pub. and S. 8. Association was ad- 
dressed by Rev. Mr. Rhees of Philadelphia. Fif- 
ty dollars were contributed on the spot to consti- 
tute the Rev. Andrew Broaddus a Life Director 
of the Society.

A man may not voluntarily cut 
himself off from all further opportunity to seek 
the mercy of God, and to make amends fora 
wicked life, or an awful crime, and whenever he 
does so, as is sometimes the case, we always pro- 
nounce ita double crime, and say “murder and 
suicide.” 

But the argument upon which the advocates of 
capital punishment seem chiefly to rely, is drawn 
from the much disputed passage in Gen. ix. 6, 
“Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his 
blood be shed.” I shall not attempt to add anoth- 
er to the numerous expositions of this passage, 
nor to show which of them all is correct. Il leave 
that for divines to settle. It is enough for my 
purpose to show that it does not authorize any 
man or set of men to take the life of another.— 
And first, it does not authorize government, be- 
cause it is not addressed to government. [If it is 
a moral precept, it must like all other moral pre- 
cepts be addressed to men as individuals. Ex. 
cept in the case of ancient Israel, God does not 
reveal himself to us as the civil ruler of nations, 
composed of good and bad men promiscuously 
united. He neither prescribes forms of govern. 
ment, nor enacts laws for them to execute as gov. 
ernments, All his commands, except those per- 
taining to the church of Christ in its collective ca- 
pacity, are addressed to those individuals, every 
one of whom shall give account of himself to 
God. I know that the passage in Rom. xiii.— 
“The powers that be are ordained of God,” &c., 
has been quoted on this subject, but I hardly know 
for what purpose. It cannot be to show that all 
the proceedings of human government are accor- 
ding to the will of God, or that he is in any way 
responsible for them, or bound to vindicate them. 
Nor can it be to show that the government that 
executed wrath upon evil doers among the Ro. 


mans was constituted according to the will of God, , holds to praying for the dead, but denies purgato. 
or that it executed his will,for when he would reveal | ry, which holds the sacrifice of the mass, but not 
vee idolatry of the Romish mass.

who disturb its peace, thus overthrowing the doc. 
trine of those who teach that human governments 
have no just authority. But then the whole pas- 
sage is addressed to individuals who are ander the 
power of government, and no more authorizes the 
taking of human life, or inflicting any other pun. 
ishment, than “Let as many servants as are under 
the yoke count their own master worthy of all 
honor, that the name of God and his doctrine be 
not blasphemed,” authorizes men to put, or keep 
a yoke on the necks of their fellow men. We 
are taught our duty as men, and as members of 
the church of Christ, and the Bible knows of no 
otherduties. If then the Bible teaches us to take 
the life of the murderer, it must be as individuals 
or aschurches.

An Actin addition to an Act, entitled ‘An act to aid in 
the construction of the Housatonic Rail Road.” 


Sec.1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep. 
resentatives, in General Assembly convened, That when. 


the notes by them approved, they are hereby authorized to 
sell undivided equal parts of the property, by law, pledged
